very  inconsiderable  portion  of  the 
"trunk"  of  tho  animal  is  thus  well 
accounted  for.

Tho   part  measuring   from  just  be- 
liind  the  withers  round  the  body  of  tho  ' 
horse  constitutes    tho   "girth."     This 
cannot  be  too  dcei>,  for,  as  it  forms  the 
principal  part  of  the  cavity  in  which 
the  lungs    aro  situated,  Kck  of  depth 
ofgirtirwill   gener.ally  bo   associated 
witli  failure  of  staying   power.^.     The 
muscles  of  the  back  should    run  in  a 
straight   lino  from  the    curvature   be- 
liind'^he  withers  to  the  withers,  where 
tlicy     should    rise  in    a   slight   arch. 
This  rising  of  the 'muscles  behind  the 
"saddle  seal"  should  be  a  ijreat  inde.v 
of  speed,  strength   and  jumping  pow- 
ers, as  is  most  particularly  cxemi)lified 
in  the  greyhound  and  hare. 

llie  trunk  itself,  bound  on  each  side 
l)y  the  ribs,  should  be  well  rounded 
and  the  flanks  well  let  down.  A 
"tucked  up,"  tlat-sided  horse  is  gen- 
erally both  a  bad  goer  and  a  bad  stay- 
er. 

Tlie   loins    should    be    broad,  and 
merge  into  a  symmetrical  union  with  |
